acos’s electrifying words “Surely Jehovah is 
in this place” can bring to us in our immediate 
situation the realization that Almighty God is a 
very real presence. To know when in difficulty 
of any kind that God is right in the place where 
the trouble seems to be—in our physical organism, 
in the office where we work, in the car we are driv- 

ing, in the home we are building—to recognize 
this as the place where we shall find Him, this 
brings spiritual order, fearlessness, and peace. 

To be specific, if a doctor's diagnosis has de- 
creed that we are in danger of impaired eyesight, 
we can place our hand over our eyes and know that 
the eternal life of God is surely in this place, 
that life is here in its fullness, revitalizing, illu- 
minating, and invigorating every cell and atom 
of our body, perfecting and healing our eyes. We 
can change the human decree and let divine per- 
fection be established in us. No matter which or- 
gan or part is involved—heart, brain, lungs, ap- 
pendix—God is no respecter of parts or persons, 
and His is the only presence and power. 

If we are inspecting our new home in the course 
of construction and find that activity has reached 
a deadlock because certain materials are unavail- 
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able, instead of becoming discouraged and dis- 
heartened we should know as we gaze on the 
unfinished job that God is in this place, that He 
can and will change all appearance of lack into 
plenty, so that the work may proceed. His supply 
always equals every demand. 

If we are writing a book, painting a picture, or 
digging a ditch, and preface the work by knowing 
that God is in this place, He will make easy and 
successful our way toward completion. 

If in our office or home it seems that “the very 
Devil has taken over and is in charge,” as one 
person declared to me, we should realize that God 
is in this place, that “this place” is any and every 
place where trouble seems to be. Then we shall be 
able to bless ourselves and the other persons in- 
volved, and everything about the situation will be- 
come more orderly and amenable to reason. 

Every negative situation is an opportunity to 
prove the power within us; it is an opportunity to 
overcome and attain victory. 

God is with us to take immediate charge of any 
situation and to bring about harmony. All ways 
and all means are at His command. 

Perhaps the place where we have worked for a 
long time has become a rut, and we are not making 
the progress we should. By declaring that God is 
in this place the whole picture will eventually 
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change. We need to realize that there is only the 
eternal now. When the desire for greater good fills 
us we should know that it is the presence of God 
within us saying, ‘I have prepared a place for 
you.” This is the time to relax in the consciousness 
that He will bring all good things to pass. ‘Faith 
is assurance of things hoped for, a conviction of 
things not seen.” 


Recently a man who is approaching middle life 
found himself stalemated in the executive position 
he had been filling for several years because the 
higher-ups would not permit him to raise the 
salaries of the men in his department. The men 
felt that the cost of living was so much higher that 
they must take steps to increase their incomes. One 
by one they reluctantly began leaving him. He 
loved these men who had worked with him so 
long and wanted them to be treated justly; also he 
wanted very much to continue with the important 
work he had been doing for the concern. But he 
seemed to have reached an impasse. Not being 
able to accomplish efficiently the work that had to 
be done unless he had more money and more men 
at his disposal, he became more and more dis- 
satisfied, as were the remaining men under him. 
The word “detour” seemed to stand out in red 
letters to him. One day a friend who knew how 
capable he was came to him and offered him a 
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better job in his own firm at the same salary as his 
present one. He accepted the offer and was sure 
he had done the right thing. When payday came 
his check was for thirty dollars more than had 
been agreed upon. He went to his new employer 
and called his attention to the mistake. The an- 
swer was that there had been no mistake; after 
thirty days of service he had been given a raise. In 
a few months there was another development; a 
member of the firm made the suggestion that they 
and one other person form a corporation that 
would carry on the same kind of business that he 
had been in successfully for years. The idea ap- 
pealed to him, and although there were delays 
and long periods of waiting before things began to 
“shape up,” at last the detour proved to be the 
right road to success and peace. Surely God was 
with him even in the place where he could see no 
way out, and surely God is in the place where he 
now finds himself. 

Wherever you are at this moment—on a street- 
car, in a classroom, in a cottage or hotel, on 
shipboard, in an airplane or on a streamliner, in a 
new job or an old one—speak these words silently: 

“Surely God is in this place; 
Within, around, He fills all space.” 

A game of chess is sometimes likened to the 
“game of life.” At times a stalemate occurs and 
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none of the pieces is movable. So in life there are 
times when everything seems to be at a standstill; 
we seem to be bogged down in a quagmire of frus- 
tration, unable to free ourselves. But to know that 
with God all things are possible and that the Spirit 
of God is ever active will rescue us from any 
quagmire, no matter how subtle its persuasion 
that we are powerless to move. When an idea is 
realized in mind it is just a step to its manifesta- 
tion in body or affairs. Here is God’s opportunity 
to prove that when we seem powerless He is 
powerful, that even though a quagmire holds us, 
He is in that place. 

The longing in the soul of Job expressed itself 

in the words 

“Oh that I knew where I might find him! 
That I might come even to his seat!” 

But it was beyond the power of Job’s intellect to 
grasp the idea in that moment that God was 
even then within his soul, trying to make Himself 
known to him. Jacob, on the other hand, was ready 
for the spiritual revelation that God was in the 
place where he stood at the moment. 

Man himself is the presence of God, and when 
he realizes this he can go within for instruction 
and illumination. All thought of separation is 
dissolved. ‘This is none other than the house of 
God, and this is the gate of heaven.”
